Forest Fires in Maine, 

Forest fires damage in Maine this 
year amounts: to $81,625, of which 
amount $41,445 was in the Maine for- 
estry district, and $40,180 in the incor: 
porated towns, according to informa- 
tion gleaned at the state forestry de- 
partment, The acreage burned over 
aggregates 32,361 acres, of which 21, 
200-acres was in the Maine forestry 
district, and the remainder in the in- 
corporated towns. 
burned over land of Httle value in the 
forestry district. The greatest acre- 
age and heaviest losses were in Aroo- 
stook county, being 25,376 acres and 
$55,950.. Owing to the extremely hot 
weather the woods are beconting dan- 
gerously dry and all the chief wardens 
have received fustructions to put on 
_batrols and keep a sharp lookout.

The injury 
shown in figure 1 is an extreme case, 
but .can be duplicated on almost any 
efty street. The exposed. wood in this 
tree will. soon rot, jf mot painted or 
otherwise protected, and the death of 
the tree is only & question of time. 
Mutilation iu curb laying is usually 
necessary and unavoidable, but the 
wound can and should be- treated;

wound. The cambium beneath dies 
rapidly and the acids and other by- 
products of the action of the fermenta- 
{ng organisms appear to poison the 
wood, so that the wound cannot pos- 
sibly heal naturally. 
shown in figure 8. This disease na- 
turally affects the general- health of 
the injured tree, and its death is often 
only a question of time. Death fre- 
quently results from girdling, the flux 
spreading from the wound until it 
completely’ surrounds the trunk or 
limb that it is on. 
Within three years the bark disease 
as proved very destructive to chest- 
nut trees in New York and is spread- 
ing rapidly. If it continues to spread 
as it has begun it will become one of 
the most serious tree diseases in the 
country. It already actively threat- 
ens the existence of the chestnut for- 
ests and orchards of the easterh 
states.

The disease is very conspicuous and 
easy of didgonsis: On limbs with 
smooth bark the areas attacked by 
the fuhgus ‘show dead, discolored, 
sunken patches of bark, covered more 
or less thickly with yellow, orange or 
brown pogtules of the fr vitiy fupens. 
(See Fig. 3.) : 
Many trees, especially. smooth- 
barked: ones, have their trunks and 
larger branches injured on the south- 
west side by the freezing .and .conse- 
quent death’ of patches of bark. Dur- 
ing the warmer winter days there is 
sufficient heat at noon to -stimulate 
portions of the growing layer into 
premature growth; ‘such tissue is 
killed if cold weather follows immedi- 
ately. The injury often does nat he- 
come manifest. until well. into the 
summer. The dead tissue forms a 
favorable place for the growth of 
parasitic organisms and such a tree 
usually dies from rotting in a. few years 
This trouble must not: be confused 
with that typeof sun scald which is 
due simply to extreme heat in sum. 
mer, when the growing layer may be 
literally,cooked. Such _cases . occur 
most typteally in the arid sections of 
the southwestern states. — 

Trees that are worth the care are 
best protected by wrapping the parts 
liable to this sort of injury with straw 
ar paper: Often merely shading the 
part liable to this injury with a board 
or shiigies jis sufficient to prevent it.
